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A WORD FOR THE HELPLESS. 


ENGLAND now boasts a Minister who has declared his peculiar 
regard for minor reforms. It suits, doubtless, the calibre of his 
mind. He is more at home in the discussion of small matters of 
detail’than in the consideration of broad principles of political 
Science. Whilst the country languishes under the blight of 
Vicious money laws, he is determined to bestir himself with foul 
drains and ill-ventilated cesspools; to provide the poor with 
washhouses instead of giving them clothes to wash; to lodge 
them in model houses without regard to the furnishing of their 
Stomachs or the garniture of their backs. Admirable as these 
reforms are in themselves, it looks almost like mockery to put 
them forward whilst the great monster-mischief of all is left un- 
Checked in its terrible operation ; but since minor ameliorations 
are the order of the day, let us turn to an abuse which has long 
Sought public attention, and which certainly deserves more gene- 
ral consideration than it has hitherto received. 

London is an enormous glutton. Its maw seems never satis- 
fied. It is a great centre to which an immense amount of food is 
Perpetually attracted, and which is as constantly consumed. 
Flocks and herds by tens of thousands find a grave in the metro- |

Politan stomach. Could we, Asmodeus-like, rise high up in air 
ind look down upon the modern Babylon, we should discover, as

A tolerably good test of the consumption of butchers’ 
in at Was formerly supplied by the returns of sheep and cattle sold 
bel mithfield market, although this would at all times be somewhat 
OW the actual amount, because of the number of animals sold to 


butchers by the drovers on their road to the market ; but of late years 
a great and continually increasing quantity of cattle and slaughtered 
meat is brought for sale to London, of which no account is taken. 
During all the colder months of the year, from October to April, 
almost every steam vessel employed in the coasting trade to London 
brings a supply to its markets. Oxen, sheep, and swine slaughtered 
on Saturday in Edinburgh are by this means brought and exposed 
to sale on the following Monday; and this branch of business is now 
followed with activity and regularity from almost every port of the 
kingdom within 500 miles of the metropolis, which has with it a con- 
stant steam communication. Live cattle, sheep, and pigs are brought 
by the same means during the summer months, and in considerable 
numbers. With this explanation the following table is offered, 
showing the average number of sheep and cattle sold in Smithfield 
market in each quinquennial period from 1730 to 1770, and the actual 
numbers so sold in each of the years from 1820 to 1838 :—

But our examination of the arrangements for feeding the two | 


millions of people in the metropolis, would convince us of another 
fact. We do not merely eat up the flocks and the herds, but we 
use them most cruelly before we slay them. The great Giver 
of all Good has ordained throughout nature that one class of living 
things shall be consumed to support life in another; but it is no 
part of the plan that needless cruelty should be indulged. ‘It is 
not needful that an ox should be driven to madness before the 
poll-axe of the slaughterman terminates his sufferings; nor is it 
requisite that the meek and patient sheep should be tortured by 
thirst and worried by dogs, or probed by the sharp goads of a 
brutal drover into a city cellar, there to stay in darkness, hun- 
ger, and blood until the demand of the butcher’s trade requires 
the display of mutton in the shop above. It would be too dis- 
gusting a detail, or we might describe one of these city dens of 
cruelty and filthy slaughter—might show how the creatures sent 
by a beneficent Providence for our use are kept in an atmosphere 
of the very worst kind, without food or water, often for many 
days before they are killed. But the places are too gross for 
exact display, and we must be content to remind all admirers of 
wholesome food, that the meat must be greatly deteriorated by 
such treatment. The flesh of an animal killed when in a state of 
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fever and suffering cannot be so well adapted for digestion and 
nutrition as one taken for food when in full vigour and health; 
whilst the grazier will at once remember how much the condition 
and value of live stock is reduced by long driving and suffering. 
One of the great advantages of railroads has been the ease and 
speed with which they take cattle to great markets. A very 
large saving of food has thus been effected. Another reform has 
yet to be made. We must have markets beyond the boundaries 
of large cities, and where the stock are bought and sold, there 
they should be slaughtered. The cruelty and the unhealthiness 
of city-butchery must be abolished.

SUBURBAN CATTLE MARKETS AND ABATTOIRS. 


(From a Correspondent.) 


Considerable interest having been excited in the metrovolis by a 
proposal about to be laid before Parliament, for erecting suburban 
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cattle markets and abattoirs in counecijon with the London railways, | 


we hasten to notice a subjec: s» intimately connected with the health 
and convenience of its inhabitants. Indeed, it is one that has at- 
tract d the attention of governments in various countries, bothin an- 
cient and modern times, and our own is not without legislative 
enactments, having for the r object the removal of so great a nuisance 
as the slaughtering of cattle in London and other towns of the realm. 
France, so frequently the last in the execution of schemes for public 
improvement on a grand scale, has set us an example in this, by the 
erection of five public “abattoirs ” or “ slaughter-houses” at Paris, 
where the sheep and cattle for the consumption of that metropolis 
are conveyed and killed before they are exposed for public sale. 
These abattoirs are placed at sucha distance from the centre of the 
town as to prevent the disagreeable consequences which necessarily 
belong to such establishments. It is proposed to adopt the same plan 
in London, by erecting a number of slaughter-houses and markets in 
the -ubu bs, under the sanction of the iegis ature. 

The si uation of S nithfield market in the midst of a popu ation of 
two millions of peovle, emitting its offensive stench and brutal up- 
roar, occasioned by the unnecessary malcreatment of cattle and the 
barbarity of their conductors, is unfortunately too well known to re- 
quire a new cescription of its horrors. Nor is the confusion and 
danger arising from the driving of cattle through the streets of the 
ci y less obvious to the humane spectator, and less deserving the im- 
mediate in erference of the magistrates. lt is suopo ed that nearly 
three millions of beads of cattle are slaught red in London in the 
course of the year; whence some idei may be formed of the mass of 
m tter, in the shape of bicod and offal, which must generate putrid 
efluvia hurtful to the health of its inhabi ants. ‘Ihe blows inflicted 
on the cattle to force them through the crowded streets, the keeping 
them without food or water after they are brought to Smithfield, 
often for a whole night and part of the fo:lowing day, are circum- 
stances which must render it obvious to every one, that the feverish 
and exhausted state in which the are taken to the butcher’s shops to 
be killed, must render such animal food exceeding:y unwholesome, 
and injurious to the support of the human frame. 

‘The mixture of sheep and catile together in Smithfield Market is 
another circumstance which produces both confusion and danger to 
the owners and purchasers, while the constant and great 'horough- 
fare through that part of the city increases the mischievous conse- 
quences of its situation, and the annoyance of the public, The bad 
regulaiion of the market in respect of badge men, woo frequently 
pawn or lend th-ir badges to others unacquainted with the proper 
management of cattle, is a source of disturbance, which also calls 
loudly for remedy. But perhaps the worst feature of the whole is 
the coutined situation of the slaughter-houses — these are frequently 
cellars — where the collection of nlth engenders infectious effluvia, 
which floats in the atmosphere, and conve:s poison to the lungs in 
every breath of air which we draw. In Paris, the butchers’ shop, 
being wholly separated fr m the slaughter house, is uot merely clean 
and hetl.hful, but a model of elegance and orderly arrangement. 
Let tnis reproach and the greater evil in which it originates no longer 
exist; let the trade unite with the public in removing the nuisance 
atvached to their shops; and let slaughter-houses be buil on the 
plans recommended by the promoters of the new suburban abaitoirs, 
which, on pubue grounds, have our hearty approva'. ‘The following 
is an account of the names, situation, and construction of the Parisian 
abatioirs, translated from the French of Bruyere :— 

Abattoir de Roule.— At the extremity of the Rue de Meroménil, near the 
Barrière of Montueux. 

Abattoir de Villejuif. — Boulevard de l'Hôpital, near the Barrière d’Italie. 

Abbattoir de Grenelle. — Place de Breteuil, at the junction of the Avenues of 
VEcole Militaire and the Invalids. 

Abattotr de Ménilmontant. — Between the Rue des Amandias et de Ménil- 
montant. 

Abaitoir de Montmartre. — At the upper extremity of the Rue Rochechouart, 
near the barrière of the same name. 


A glance at the map of Paris will show these localities to be 
admirably suited to the convenience of the neightouring depart- 
ments as well as to the supply of the adjacent parts of the city, cir- 
cumstances which deserve to be well considered by the London com- 


mittee. 


SLAUGHTER Loom.—The Abattoirs of Paris contain two or four corp: of 
slaughter rooms, each composed of two buildings separated by a court. The 
slaugater roo es formed by partition walls of freestone have each J6ft. 3in. in 
width, and 32 ft. 6 in. in length from centre to centre of pilaster, aud each of 
them has t +0 entrances, one irom the court by which the animal is introduced, 
and one from the exterior for the removal of the meat. Each slaughier room is 
supplied with water, and a sink placed a little below the level of the pavement. 
A rack wheel and pulleys are fixed against the wall for lifting the animal, anda 
framing composed of two pieces placed horizontally, at the height of 6 ft. 10in. 
fixed in the wall at one end, and carried at the other by across piece. From 
this framing seven or eight oxen may be suspended by the means of moveable 
rails; and the iron brackets fixed against the wail serve to support the calves 
and sheep. 

These slaughter-rooms, as well as the court of communication, are built of 
stone; the joints are carefully stopped with a mastic of iron filings, that no 
offensive matiers may lodge therein. The ceilings are plastered for greater 
cleanliness. Small openings are made at the bottom of tie doors for the circu- 
lation of air; and the rocfs have a projection of about 9 feet 9 inches beyond the 
exterior walis, affording the double advantage of screeniug the slauxhter-rooms 
from the heat of the sun, and protecting the butchers from the weather while 
working in the court-yard. 

Ox STALLS AND SHEEP PENs.— The days on which animals arrive at Paris 
are seldom those on which they are killed. It is, therefore, necessary to have 
places to receive them. These buildings, of the most simple form and construc- 
tion, have about 29 feet 3 inches width on the inside. Large stone arches supply 
the place of girders, and support the joists of the flooring of the upper rooms. 
A second range of arches supplies the place of principals for the roof. The 
upper floor is partitio ed into as many divisions as there are slaughter-rooms, 
that each butcher may secure his own forage; and each building is supplied with 
a very large cistern. 


The order, convenience, and humanity of the foregoing arrange- 
ments form a striking and instructive contrast with the * habitation 
of cruelty” depicted in our engraving, which represents a slaughter- 
cellar of the metropolis. 
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PROVINCIAL ABATTOIRS. 

The Bury paper says, the frequent accidents which occur in Lon- 
don by driving cattle through the narrow and crowded streets of the 
metropolis, at length begin to arouse public atten ion to the dis- 
graceful state of Smithfield market, and to the injurious conse- 
quences of permitting cattle to be slaughtered in the heart of the me- 
tropolis. For years past foreigners have expressed their astonish- 
ment that infuriated oxen were allowed to rush along tne thorough- 
fares of our chief city, exdangering the lives of passers-by, and pro- 
ducing d s'urbance and alarm in the streets. ln vain, when looking 
at the filthy state of Smithfield, have they asked, ls this the spot 
where kings and nobles have, in former times, held tilts and tourna- 
ments, and on which some of the martyrs, whose fame has filled the 
word, have perished? The statements of scientific men, that the ac- 
cumulation of offai and filth, permitted on the spot, operated most 
prejudicially on the health of the inhabitants, have for years been 
disregarved ; but the facts that two women and a child have recently 
been kiled in the streets by bullocks, seem, at length, to have con- 
vinced the authorities that something must be done. Some propose 
the establishment of suburban abattoirs, and the prevention of cat- 
te from entering the streets of London. We, however, are of opi- 
nion that provincial abattoirs would be tar preferable. We understand 
that an abattoir has been established near the railway station at Nor- 
wich, for the purpose of slaughtering cattle for the London markets; 
and it ought to be known that for some years past sheep have been 
killed both in Ipswich and Bury St. Edmunds, and tne carcases 
forwarded to London. ‘Ihe extraordinary railway facilities now pos- 
sessed vy Essex and Suffulk seem to affurd peculiar inducements to 
the establishment of abattoirs in those localities where the offai would 
be applied to useful agricultural purposes, 
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It is stated in a letter from Copenhagen that the divorced wife of 
the Prince Royal is to receive an anuudl peusion of 16,000 dul.ars 
from che government,

THE PICTORIAL TIMES. 
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France. — The Paris papers are not prolific in political news, for 
although the “ Portefeuille” calls into question the au henticity of 
the version of M Guizot’s note to the Northern Powers on the affair 
of Cracow, the subject is not noticed in the journals so as to throw 
any further light on the question. ‘Che financial and commercial 
crisis which menaced the country, and, in connexion with it, the 
question of subsistence, continues to engage much public attention 
in Paris. 

One of the many symptoms of the instability of the present minis- 
try in France are the frequent visits of Count Molé and M. Thiers to 
the chateau. When ex-premiers are successively called three or four 
times in ten days to counsel the sovereign, the tenure of the actual 
minister must be rather precarious. Yet, in the case of both the ex- 
ministers who have been thus summoned, serious difficulties are 
known to exist. No ministry could hold office for a week in the pre- 
sent state of public opinion in France, except one which could give 
an assurance of the re-establishment of the English alliance; and 
unless the tendencies of Count Molé have undergone a sudden 
change, his leanings would be much more towards Russia than 
towards England. 

The review on Saturday, in honour of the Bey of Tunis, was a 
very sorry affair, the foggy state of the weather rendering all show or 
spectacle out of the question. About 24 or 25,000 men had been 
brought together in the Champ de Mars, and the Dukes de Nemours 
and d'Aumale and the Prince de Joinviile were on the ground, but 
the fog was so thick as to render undiscernible the cavalry from the 
infantry. All was over at two o’clock. 

Letters f-om Algiers of the 30th ult. announce that the eleven 
Frencn prisoners in the dera of Abd-el- Kader had been restored to 
liberty. They were all in good health. 

It is stated that Ahmet Bey had offered to grant to the French go- 
vernment the forests of Tabasca as guarantee for a loan of 30,000 000f., 
and that privileges wiil be accorded to a company for a free exploita- 
tion of the land till the sum advanced is reimbursed. ‘This mode of 
proceeding is only a ruse by the French government to induce the 
Bey to grant a cession of territory on terms which it is known can 
never be satisfied. The acquisition of this place, it is said, would be 
of greit advantage to the French, as it would afford them another 
source for communication with Algiers; and a paragraph which is 
going the rourd of the continental papers speaks so confidently on 
the subject as to affirm that a negociation has been already opened 
between the two interested Powers. 

Suir AGAINST THE QUEEN Dowacer or Srain.—The Tribunal de 
Commerce was engaged a few days since with a cause, in which M. 
Lefebure, a merchans, in the Rue de Cléry, summoned M. Lillo, 
the intendant of the property in France belonging to Queen Chris- 
tiua, for the payment of the sum of 11,184 fr., the value of sundry 
samples of lace delivered to him to forward to Madrid, for the inspec- 
tion of her Majes‘y Queen Chris ina, and the said samples not 
having been duly returned, they were considered as duly sold, and 
payment was claimed accordingly. M. Schayé, counsel for M. 
Lillo, contested the competency of the Tribuual of Commerce to 
take cognizance of the matter, on the ground that M. Lillo could 
not be considered as a commercial man. He further admitted that 
M. Lillo was ready to deliver up the samples, and that the delay in 
doing +o had been occasioned by the time lost in the return of the 
Duke de Montpensier from Masrid, by whom the Queen Dowager 
had sent them back to Paris. The ‘Tribunal declared itself com- 
petent, and the cause will be tried on a future day. 

Sean. — The “ Madrid Gazette” of the 29th ult. publishes in its 
columns the letter of explanation addressed a the Infante Don 
Enrique to her Majesty the Queen of Spain. In this letter, dated 
Brussels the 19th ult., the Infante protesis in the most respectful 
language that he entertains the utmost devotion for her Majesty, 
and annuls in the most solemn terms his protest at Ghent on the 
9th of September. The Progrsista party of course naturally re- 
sent this shameful weakness, attributed to the influence of a clever 
mistress thrown in the Prince’s way by L-uis Puilippe. 

A ministerai crisis has occurrd in Madrid. The Queen having 
refused to sanction the resignation of M. Pacheco, the attorney ge- 
neral, the ministers resigned in a body on the evening of the 29th. 
‘Lhe following day the Queen commissioned the Marquis de Viluma 
to forin a minist:y. ‘The marquis having failed n his etiorts to do 
so, her Majesty sanctioned the resignation of M. Pacheco, and the 
ministers resumed office. The difference which had arisen was 
settled by the intervention of the Queen Motherand Count Bresson. 

The same night, at twelve o'clock, a fire broke out at the officcs of 
the ministry at war. The whole of the records, as well as the offices 
of the minister and sub-secretary, were reduced to ashes. 

PorrucaL, — Great sensaiion was caused in Lisbon bythe forced 
departure of the Duke of Palmella, The Queen advised him to 
leave the kingdom for the present. Many nobiemen have preferred 
leaving the kingdom, or retiring to the British fleet, to taking up 
arms in defence of the existing government. 

Mousinho de Albuquerque, late Minister of the Marine, has also 
joined the insu’gents, and was at Santarem, The young Count 
Villa Real and Visconde de Bretiandos, with twenty-four officers, 
seven of whom were colonels, have been deprived of their titles and 
posts for joining the revolted. 

The government meddling with the currency had caused much 
anxiety to the mercantile and monied classes. The government 
owes 13,000 contos of reis to the two companies that form the new 
Bank of Portugal. 

The Duke of Saldanha had made no attempt to dislodge the Conde 
das Antas from Santarem. General Schwalback having abandoned 
the siege of Evora proceeded to Elvas and Estremos, and thence. 
back to Salveterra, opposite Santarem. He crossed the river, aud; 
joined Saldanha’s forces on the 28th, Conde de Bomfim was, by 
the last accounts, in Evora, and Barao de Almargem in Leira, 
organising popular battalions. 

SwepEen. — On the 26th of November, at roon, an ill-dressed 
young man appeared at the palace, and, with violent gesticulation, 
required Colonel Peyron, his Majesty's chamberlain on duty, to 
procure him audience of the King. The chamberlain declining to 
do so, be threatened the colonel with a pistol, which he drew trom 
his pocket, and soon afterwards fired a second pistol at Count Horn, 
governor of the palace, who had hastened with some men from the 
guard house to arrest him. Von Platen, when he required the 
captain of the guard to introduce him to Colonel Peyron, was so ex- 
tremely dirty, that when be desired to have an audience of the King, 
the latter gave him an evasive answer, and desired him to leave the 
palace, and to come another day. He then immediately drew outa 
pistoi, and held it to the breast of the chambcriain, exclaiming, 
“ Announce me, or I will fire!” The chamberlain turned aside the 
muzzle, got possession of the pistoi, and sent to the guard house. 
About an hour afierwards, Count Von Horn, the governor of the 
palace, came from the guard house, and ordered his men to arrest 
Platen, who stood behind a screen, and drew out a second pistol, and 
fired at the count, whose cheek and temples were grazed by the shot, 
so that his hair was singea, and the bullet entered the wall. From 
the examination of the prisoner, which immediately took place in 
the police office, it appears that his name is Platen, and that he was 
quarter master in the regiment of Dalecarlia; that he has been fora 
year in the lunatic asylum of Danviken, from wh ch he was dis- 
charged as cured on the 20th of May, 1845, when he was sent back to 


his relations, and had only been two days in Stockholm. The 
physicians declared him to be insane in the highest Tene The 
e isa 


next day he was again conveyed to the Junatic asylum. 
young man, between 23 and 26 years of ave, and has suffered mental 
aberration for many years, but without snore any violence. In 
consequence of tne danger which threatened the King yesterday, the 
audience of the theatre called for the national hymn, which was 
sung amidst the loudest applause. 

Prussia. — The question respecting commerce and intercourse 
with Cracow is said to have been one for which the Prussian cabinet 
was whoily unprepared, a'd the people were, therefore, far from ex- 
pecting so posi ive «nd consoling an answer as was giveu on the 27ih 
November by he King to ‘he Breslaw peutiun, of the co: tinuance 
of tue commerce of Silesia ana Prussii wih Cracow on the same 
footing as hitherto. ‘Ihe deputies of the city of Cracow were most

lations ot the city of Cracow, under the dominion of Austria, should 
be regulated, so that in future the commerce of the province of Si- 
lesiaand of Prussia in general should enjoy tne same advantages as 
hitherto. Tne King is said to have added, that though the politica 
forms of Cracow were changed by the interference of the three pro- 
testing powers, yet the treaty of Vienna of 1815 would be the basis 
of the treatment of all the other relations of the late assemblies. 

Ausrria.—A document will be shortly published to be commun! 
cated to the courts of London and Paris, t> prove that the northern 
powers had the right of suppressing the republic of Cracow withou 
the co-operation of the other powers which signed the treaty O 
Vienna. In this manifesto a categorical distinction will be drawn 
between the powers who guarantee and those who participate directly 
in the contract. By standing guarantee the guarantees do not aC- 
quire the right of prohibiting the contracting parties from U0- 
doing their work, and entering into new agreements. This rupture 
can only have for result to dispense the guarantees from the ob iga- 
tion of interfering in the discussions of the contracting parties. 
England and France only stood as guarantees, and did not partici- 
pate in the contract; they only took a passive part at the time of the 
formation of the repubiic of Cracow. Thus the treaty of Vienn4 
has not been violated; but it would te so if France and England 
wished to regard themselves as contracting parties intsead of mere 
guarantees. 

The “ Cologne Gazette ” of December 7. states, that Prince Met- 
ternich is dangerously ill, and hzs been confined several days to his 
bed. He is suffering under a species of fever, which allows him r° 
rest. Count Munch. Bellinghausen, the president of the Germani? 
Diet, is with the prince night and day. : 

‘The sentences on thirty-one of the persons, all military men, tried 
for having taken part in the revolt at Prziemis, have been published. 
Two officers were condemned to death, but the punishment has bee? 
commuted to twenty years’ imprisonment in a fortress; the chaplain 
of a regiment is sentenced to twelve years’ imprisonment; sever 
non commissioned officers and soldiers are to labour from six to eight 
years on the fortificatidns; and one officer and one soldier are at- 
quitted. 

Tur Porsu Frontiers, Nov. 20.—On the 10th of January next 
year, the cus om-houses between the kingdom of Poland and the 
Russian empire will be abolished, and the commerce between them! 
be entirely free, by which the most brilliant prospects are opene 
to the manufacturers of Poland for the disposal of their goods

IRELAND. 


Irish Imrrovipence.—The extent land in Ireland is neglected 
in some counties of the south and west is calculated to excite serious 
alarm for the next year's crops. A great disinclination exists amongst 
the labourers to leave the public works, although the same amount of 
wages are offered. An application to the public officers in charge of 
the works will have the effect of obliging any number of men re- 
quited to work for the farmers, but this compulsion renders a 
valuable return a very doubtful matter to the farmer, when neither 
the hand or the heart of the labourer is willingly exercised. Very 
different is the state of affairs in the northern province, all aceounts 
Showing that cultivation is at least as well attended to as ever. 

RereaL Association, Monpay. — The usual weekly meeting, a 
crowded one, of he Repeal Association was held on Monday in Con- 
ciliation Hall. lt was remarked, though perhaps the circumstance 
was merely accidental, that the government reporters, who since the 
monster meeting at Mullaghmast have always been present, were, on 
this occasion, absent from the Hall. On the motion cf Mr. O'Con- 
nell, Andrew Russell Stritch, Esq., a barrister, took the chair. 

Mr. O'Conneli handed in 552. as the subscription of the present 
members of his family for the year 1847, and then said he never spoke 
under such embarrassment, not knowing how to instruct the people 
in the present distress. He had hoped to return to the country, but 
he sacrificed all pleasure and even health, in order to serve the people. 
He defended the Board of Works. He would assist any party that 
had any business to do with them, and would insure them every atten- 
tion from the board; but he thought they had far too much to do, 
Their number ought to be doubled. The Government had not the 
Means to meet the difficulties of the case; they had not calcu‘ated 
upon its extent. In Cork, there was, last week, no Indian corn to 
be had. In addition to all this, the people were arming. A violent 
Outbreak would ruin everybody. He trusted that his voice against it 
would be heard. He deprecated an outbreak, and conjured the pec- 
ple to hear his warning voice. It was a deplorable fact that the 
Small farmers were not able to cultivate the ground. The Govern- 
ment ought to pay the people for cultivating their own land. With 
respect to the landed proprietors, they are becoming daily plunged in 
greater and greater distress. Something decisive must be done by 
the landed proprietors, or their properties wouid be gone. His pro- 
posal was, that there should be a great meeting in Dygblin to consider 
what they ought todo. The leading gentry from the nortn, south, 
east, and west should assemble in Dublin. The objection was, 
that this would be a sort of Irish Parliament; but what then? His 
plan then was—that they should demand a loan of 30,000,000.. ster- 
ling, payable out of the resources of Ireland. Ireland would thus be 
able to right herself. Such was his plan. There was one great draw- 
back: dissension had broken out among them. It was a sad charac- 
teristic of the Irish. The perils of dissension were great and increas- 
ing. He did not wish to embitter the quarrel; his anxiety was to 
heal the breach. He had looked over a report of the debate at the 
Rotunda. He now saw that they in a great measure disclaimed the 
physical force principle. If they wenta little further, they would be 
as welcome back to the association as the flowers of May. He pro- 
posed thena private conference. (Vehement cheers.) He named 
Sir Colman O' Laughlin’ and Mr. O'Hagan as two referees, along 
with himself, Mr. W. S. O’Brien, Mr. Dillon, and Mr. O’Hea. He 
would be charged with compromising ; but he would make any sacri- 
fice for the good of the country. (Cheers. ) 

Mr. J. O’Connell declared himseif happy that there was a prospect 
of reconciliation without any sacrifice of principle. 

A Bonerar’s Account or HimsrLF. — At the Belfast quarter 
Sessions last week, John Sloan, Peter ‘L'rainor, Frederick M‘Cann, 
and Patrick Magee were indicted for having, on the 30th of August, 
broken into the house of Catherine M‘Culoch, at Belfast, and stolen 
therefrom and carried away a large amount of property. The case 
having been proved, the court sentenced Sloan to twelve months’ 
imprisonment, and each of the others to be transported for a term of 
fifteen years. The prisoner Magee then asked permission to address 
the court. This man( Sloan), he said, had been with him four times 
in jail for robberies. Sloan was not his proper name. His right 
name was Hugh Boyle. Sloan had taken him away when he had 
been trying to earn an honest living, and wanted to give up his old 
associates, and had induced him to bezin to thieve again, Sloan said 
to him, “ What is the use of labouring as you do, when you can make 
more by robbing?” Sloan had robbed fifty or sixty houses this year 
or two, and was the captain of the gang. He had now reigned fifteen 
years. He (Magee) was a Liverpool man, and served nis time with 
Charles Lawrence, the mayor, from whom he could get a recom- 
mendation. His name was not Magee, but wasknown. Iam Not- 
tingham Charlie; toat is my name. I know (he continued) that I 
am a thief and a notorious robber; I acknowledge all my robberies ; 
but Sloan was with me forty or fifty times in offices in Liverpool, and 
Carried a double-barrelled pisto! in Liverpool, to shoot any one who 
would hinder him. Ay, and Sloan is wanted now for a robbery in 
North John Street. There was another robbery in Beifast, but it is 
Net worth talking about. It was Sloan did that. And there was 
another, too, that has not come to light. Iam transported now at 
last, and I have a voor old mother who has been broken-hearted by 
my infamous life; but it was that man Sloan that took me from my 
honest employment, and made me stand here. I escaped the police 
in England for many years, and I am caugnt at last and sent away, 
and all by that Sioan. The prisoners were then removed, Sloan, by 


Order of the court, remaining in the dock, as it is pretty evident, from. 


Magee’s feelings, that violence would have been used had an oppor- 
tunity offered. 

Oursreak IN KILKENNY. — An outbreak of rather ‘a serious

Wanpsoroucu.—A collision, which threatened to involve serious 
Consequences, took place at the Wadborough station, on the Bristol 
änd Birminzham line of railway, on the 4th inst.

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Kenpat.—On Friday, the 4th inst., a youth, named Green, was 
drowned in Aikrigg Tarn, Kendal, a pond behind the castle, while 
he with a number of other boys was sliding on the ice, which, from 
the previous frosty days, had then become tolerably strong. The 
Tarn contains various springs, where the ice was much weaker, and 
in one of these spots the surface gave way, and the unfortunate youth 
was immersed. So great was the alarm amongst the youths, that at 
least three quarters of an hour elapsed before assistance was rendered, 
but on the body being recovered, he was, of course, quite dead. 

Kincswinrorn, — SoMNAMBULISM. — Last Wednesday an in- 
quest was held at Kingswinfo d, before T. M. Phillips, Esq., upon 
the body of Joseph Padbury, who was found drowned. Lt appeared 
that the deceased was thirty-nine years old, and employed as a stock 
taker, On Sunday night, about half-past ten, he was seen standing 
by his own door, apparently well. About four o'clock in the morn- 
ing his wife missed him, but he could not be found. Between seven 
and eight o'clock on Monday morning, as Charles Mole was passing 
a pool of water a short distance from deceased's house, he saw some- 
thing white near the surface, and on arriving he found the deceased 
lying with his face in the water, which was frozen around him, 
having only his shirt and nightcap on. He was quite dead. The 
jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental death.” Irtis conjectured that 
he must have walked out in his sleep, and fell into the pool. 

Surron CoLDFIELD.—A serious and fatal accident occurred last 
week at Newhall Mill, in this parish, to a labouring man in the ser- 
vice of Mr. William Dutton. It appeared that the deceased went 
into the mill, which was in full work at the time, to fetch a tarpaui- 
ing to cover a load of corn or meal to go out with. Having laid hold 
of the covering, he threw it over his shoulders, and it is supposed 
that the strings attached to it caughtin some of the cogs of the wheel, 
when the unfortunate man was dragged into the machinery. Mr, 
Dutton was at the other end of the mill at the time, and perceiving 
something wrong, caused the mill to be immediately stopped, when 
the poor fellow was found mutilated in the most dreadful manner, his 
limbs being partly severed from his body, and most if not all his 
bones being broken. The unfortunate man lingered for more than 
five hours in the most dreadful agony, and he died perfectly sensible 
to the last. 

Buny.—An attempt to blow up the house of Mr. Britwistle, a 
builder, at Bury, was mide on Sunday last. It appears that some 
evil-disposed person pulled up a flagstone in front of the house, and 
lowered into the front cellar a considerable quantity of gunpo ader. 
Mr. Britwistle heard a noise, and thinking that some one was trying 
to get into his house, he looked out of window, when he saw four 
menina stooping position; he called to know what they were doing, 
but they made no answer and skulked away. Before he had time to 
dress himself, a loud explosion took place, carrying away the front 
and dack windows, driving out several of the floors, destroying fur- 
niiure, glasses, and pictures, and very nearly causing the destruction 
of fifteen persons, at that time on the premises. The house is cracked 
and shaken from top to bottom. It appears that some months ago 
Mr. Britwistle hada bulk of timber, which his sawyers refused to cut 
up. He sent it to Liverpool to be sawn by steam power, and for this 
simple matter his sawvers turned out, causing all his workmen to 
turn out with them, and the place has been “ picketted” ever since, 
Mr. Britwistle not being able to get a single hand todo his work. A 
reward of 100/. has been offered for the discovery of the person who 
caused the explosion, 

Hircury.—A long investigation took place on Saturday, before 
the county coroner, relative to the death of George Tomlin, labourer, 
who was shot by a lad named James Lawrence, in the service of Mr. 
Wahey, a farmer, residing in the neighbourhood. It appeared from 
the evidence taken before the magistrates previous to the death of the 
lad Tomlin, that the prisoner Lawrence had been out in the fields, 
armed with a gun, for the purpose of scaring away the birds on the 
land belonging to his master during the forenoon of Sunday, the 22d 
ult. On entering Lord Dacre’s court-yard, where the deceased was 
attending to the horses, some words passed, when the prisoner raised 
the gun to his shoulder, and said, “ I'll shoot you.” The deceased 
ran behind a tree for shelter, but was followed by the prisoner, who 
fired at a few paces distance, lodging the charge under the deceased’s 
shoulder-blade, . He was immediately attended by a medical gentle- 
man, who pronounced the wound mortal. The Rev. Mr. Sullivan, 
one of the magistrates, attended at the lad’s bedside and took his de- 
position, which was to the effect above described. The prisoner, in 
his defence, stated that Tomiin asked to have a shot; that he took 
hold of the gun, which went off in the struggle. He admitted having 
pointed the gun at the deceased, but declared that it was only in fun. 
The magistrates committed the prisoner for trial on the charge of 
shooting with intent to do some grievous bodily harm, Tomlin being 
at that time alive. The symptoins, however, assumed a fatal cha- 
racter, and the deceased expired on Wednesday afternoon, The sur- 
geon who attended the deceased stated that the charge had excoriated 
the back and penetrated the lungs, the mortification which supervened 
was the immediate cause of death. T'he inquiry was adjourned for a 
week, 

Piuymoutn. — The Shannon steam packet, Captain Moppett, be- 
longing to the British and Irish Steam Packet Company, arrived at 
her moorings, Plymouth, on Saturday morning the Sth inst. Being 
a thick foggy night, the passengers remained in their berths; but at 
half-past five were alarmed by an alarm of fire. ‘There were upwards 
of 120 passengers on board, and many of them rushed to the sides of 
the vessel with such eagerness that two women fell into the water, 
and were with some difficulty rescued by a seaman passenger named 
Thirsty, lately paid off at Woolwich from her Majesty’s steamer 

avon. Ata quarter past six o'clock her moorings were cast off, and 
he was run ashore to the east of Mr, Hill's shipbuilding yard, Cat- 
down. About seven o'clock she was scuttled, and about the same 
time the flames first began to ascend trom the hold; but shortly after 
this the County and West of England engines arrived ‘by land, and 
the engine belonging to her Majesty’s Customs by water, in a barge, 
from which most effectual assistance was derived. Great difficulty 
was experienced in getting at the fire, from the confined place in 
which it originated, and, notwithstanding all efforts, it could not be 
immediately suppressed ; but very little of the effects of the passen- 
gers were saved, The fore-cabin and deck passengers did not lose any 
of their luggage. ‘Che Shannon lies on a hard rubble beach, which 
being rather steep will strain her. She had a valuable lading. The 
Piymouth goods from London were in the upper part of the fore 
hold, and are all saved. Those in the lower part were for Dublin, 
and are partly damaged by water. ‘(he Falmouth and Dublin goods 
were in the main hold, and are, of course, seriously injured. Three 
casks of spirit near the main-mast and other goods were covered with 
water before the fire reached them. Some pockets of hops were fished 
up about twelve o’clock, damaged both by fire and water, and several 
military chests were rescued in a half calcined state. The cause of 
the fire cannot be ascertained, but it is supposed to have originated 
from the spontaneous combustion of some material in the cargo in 
the main hold. 

STAFFORDSHIRE. — Another fatal colliery accident occurred at 
Harriseahead on Tuesday the 8th inst. William Copeland, George 
Mellor, and John Bailey were killed by an explosion of foul air in 
one of the pits at Messrs. Sutton and Co.’s, Trubshaw Colliery. 
James Hamlet, a collier, who was at work in the same pit at the 
time of the explosion, states that the men were furnished with lamps, 
and every precaution was taken, and no expense spared to prevent ac- 
cidents. The body of Copeland was found in about three hours after 
the accident, and the bodies of the two others in two or three hours 
after that. On examining the pit on the following day, the witness 
and Joseph Coe, the manager, found a safety lamp, which they had 
seen Bailey with on the morning of the accident. The screw on the 
top of the lamp was taken off, and a whole candle lay near to it. 
The candle had not been burnt, but the dry cotton wick on the top 
of it appeared brown, as though he had been lighting the candle, and 
the witness believed that Bailey having the screw off his lamp, and at- 
tempting to light his candle, was the cause of the explosion. 

WouvexHAmrron.—Extraonpiniry PaeseNce oF Minp.—On 
Monday last, at about elven o'clock at night, as John Derrick, a 
workman in Mr. Henderson’s iron and tin-plate works in Horsley 
Fields, was whee ing off a barrow loaded with iron faggots, the bar 
row swaved on one side, and threw him head foremost against a large 
pair of shea‘s, w. rked, as is usual, by steam, and constantly going, 
He was thrown in such a position that, to save his head from being 
crushed or cut off, he was compelled to thrust his hand and arms jnto 


the mouth of the shears. He did so. 
right arm were cut olf two or three inches above the wrist. The 
whole occurred in a few moments. The bone where the arm was cut 
was splintered for about two inches above the severance. The poor 
feliow was immediately picked up, and brought to the dispensary in 
Queen Street by his feilow-workmen, where, in consequence of the 
crushed state of the bones of the extremity of the arm, amputation 
about two inches higher up was performed by Mr. Dehane. ‘The 
poor sufferer, who thus saved his life with such presence of mind and 
ai such a serious maiming, is going on well. 

Mznrron.—A painful sensation has been occasioned by the death 
of Mr. W. Newman, of Mitcham, the well-known medical herb grower. 
On ‘Tuesday morning, the Ist inst., some men in the employ of Mr. 
B. Drewett, of Lower Tooting, were at work in a field ‘near the 
Single Gate at Merton, when they heard the report of a gun. About 
eleven o’clock, business calling them to the further end of the field, 
they perceived the body of a respectably-dressed man lying across the 
ditch, with a recently discharged fowling-piece lying by his side. 
‘ne roof of the right side of his skull was blown completely off just 
above the ear, and the brains lay in the ditch a few inches apart trom 
the head. The men immediately procured assistance, and conveyed 
the deceased, who was recognised as Mr. Newman, to the Victory 
Inn, Merton Lane. It appeared that the deceased had left home 
early in the morning to shoot over his fields, and from the position in 
which the body was tound, there is no doubt that whilst he was in the 
act of leaping the ditch, which is six feet wide, his foot slipped, and 
as he fell the trigger caught the hedge, aud in a moment the de- 
ceased was hurried into eternity. ‘The deceased was sixty-two years 
of age. An inquest was held on Monday last upon the body by 
Mr. Carter, and a verdict of “ Accidental death ” returned. 

Brisrot. — On Monday night, a man named Cann, a butcher, re- 
siding in the district of Baptist Mills, murdered his infant daughter, 
during a quarrel with his wife. Mr. J. B. Grindon, coroner of 
Bristol, held an inquest the next day. Police-consiable, No. 200, 
said he was alarmed by a noise on Monday night, and going to the 
place whence the sound proceeded, he saw John Cann knock his wife 
down with his fist; he then kicked with his foot, upon which the 
wife screamed “ Murder; the child is dead.” Witness ran towards 
her, and saw the mother lifting the child from the ground. He took 
the child up, and told Cann the child was dying. ‘Uhe woman said 
he had kicked it on the head, and before that he had flung it across 
the street three times, Cann made no answer. Witness then took 
him into custody. The infaat was sent to the hospital. John Mason, 
house-surgeon of the hospital, said that about half-past two o’clock 
that morning, the deceased infant was brought in. It was treated for 
concussion of the brain, but died soon after five o’clock. He had 
made a post mortem examination, and found that death had been oc- 
casioned by fracture of the skull and concussion of the brain, pro- 
duced by some violent injuries received. Tne inquest was adjourned. 

Inverness, N. B. — On Wednesday, the 2d instant, a prisoner 
named Mackenzie made his escape from Elgin gaol, ina very bold 
manner, ‘The door of his cell was left open by the docior’s orders, 
the prisoner having been ill and vomiting blood. ‘Taking advantage, 
the prisoner forced the lock of the passage door with one of the iron 
hooks of his hammock, and having taken some fire from the stove, 
broke open a small door leading to the garret. There the prisoner 
set fire to the roof, and burned a hole, through which he clambered ; 
and fixing another hook of the hammock to the water-pipe, swung 
himself on to the inclosing wall, thus escaping unobserved. He has 
not yet been retaken. He made his escape some time ago trom 
Forres gaol, and also from Gray's Hospital, to which he had been 
removed from gaol, suffering under the same complaint. 

O.psury.— A very numerous and influential meeting was held at 
Oidvury on Tuesday, for the purpose of opening a subscription for 
the relief of the families whose husbands and fathers were kilied b 
the laie explosion of fire-danp there. In the course of the afier- 
noon, 640}. were subscribed, the Queen Dowager having sent a dona- 
tion of 10/., Lord Dartmouth one of 214, and his lady a subscription 
of 2/. Mr. Parker, the proprietor of the pit, aiso subscribed 
liberally, A letter from Sir George Grey, in answer to the memo- 
rial from Dudiey, requesting government to inquire into the causes 
of the late explosion, with a view to prevent a similar occurrence, 
stated that government was ın communication with the coroner, Mr, 
Hinchcliffe, on the subject.

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METROPOLITAN CEMETERIES. 


I]. ALL SOULS’ CEMETERY, KENSALL GREEN, 


We have recently had occasion to expose some of those degrading 
crimes, which, under the name of * Desecration of the Dead,” so 
frequently shock the readers of the daily press. No evil is more re- 
volting, or more repugnant to the morality of the community, than 
the necessity which, in London, urges the gravedigger and his myr- 
midons to find room for the dying vy the desiruction annually of 
thirty thousand of the bodies of the dead. Ye: no evil admits of 
more easy remedy. Itis but to change the fetid churchyard for the 
salubrious suburban cemetery, and the dead will “rest in peace.” 

Having in our notice of the beautiful cemeteries of Nunhead and 
Highgate generally introduced the subject of extra-mural interment, 
we now propose to examine it somewhat in detail, founding our 
present remarks on the noble burial fields of All Souls’, Kensall 
Green. 

Monat INFLUENCE OF THE SECLUSION PROVIDED BY THE CEME- 
TERY, AND OF THE ÜPPORTUNITIES IT AFFORDS OF IMFROVEMENT IN 
THE NEGLECTED Art OF MONUMENTAL DESIGN.— The images pre- 
sented to the mind by the visible arrangements for sepulture are 
inseparably associated with the ideas of death itself to the greater 
proportion of the population. Neglected or mismanaged burial- 
grounds superadd to the indefinite terrors of dissolution, the revolt- 
ing image of festering heaps, disturbed and scattered bones, the 
prospect of a charnel-house, and its associations of desecration and 
insult—such are the arrangements of the London gtave-yard. “The 
hallowed associations,” says poor Laman Blanchard, “ which drew us 
gently to the spot, are scared and driven back by a succession of 
ghastly images. What should be awe is terror — what should be pity 
is disgust. When we think of the dead afterwards, it is a thought 
that has no sweetness in it — like a flower without perfume.” But 
turn from these “ gloomy mansiuns of the dead” to the sweet air, 
the calm repose, the umbrageous walks ‘of Kensall Green—from the 
choked charnel-house to that verdant wide expanse, presenting a 
landscape surface of 222,640 square yards, studded with white tombs 
of varied shapes, and stone-marked graves covered with flowers of 
every brilliant dye. , 

Mr. Wordswoith, in a paper first published by Mr. Coleridge, has 
thus expressed the same sentiments :— 

In ancient times, as is well known, it was the custom to bury the dead beyond 
the walls of the towns and cities, and among the Greeks and Romans they were 
frequently interred by the waysides. I could here pause with pleasure, and in- 
vite the reader to indulge with me in contemplation of the advantages which 
must have attended such a practice. We might ruminate on the beauty which 
the monuments thus placed must have borrowed from the surrounding images of 
nature—from the trees, the wild flowers, from a stream running within sight or 
hearing, from the beaten road stretching its weary length hard by. Many 
tender similitudes must these objects have presented to the mind ot the travel- 
ler, leaning upon one of the tombs, or reposing in the coolness of its shades, 
whether he had halted from weariness or in compliance with the invitation, 
“ Pause, traveller,” so often found upon the monuments. And to its epitaph 
must have been supplied strong appeals to the visible appearances or immediate 
impressions, lively and affecting analogies of life as a journey—death, as a sleep 
overcoming the tired wayfarer—of misfortune, as a storm that falls suddenly 
upon him—of beauty, as a flower that passeth away, or of innocent pleasure as 
one that may be gathered—of virtue, that standeth firm as a rock against the 
beating waves—ot hope, undermined insensibly, like the poplar by the side of the 
river that has fed it, or blasted in a moment like a pine tree by the stroke of 
lightning on the mountain top—ofadmonitions and heart-stirring remembrances, 
like a refreshing breeze that comes without warning, or the taste of the waters 
of an unexpected fountain. These and similar suggestions must have given 
formerly to the language of the senseless stone a voice enforced and endeared 
by the benignity of that nature with which it was in unison. 


We in modern times have lost much of these advantages; and 
they are but in a smail degree counterbalanced to the inhabitants of 
large towns and cities, by the custom of depositing the dead within 
or contiguous to their places of worship, however splendid or im- 
posing may be the appearance of those edifices, or however interest 
ing or salutary may be the associativns connected with them. Even 
were it not true, that tombs lose their monitory virtue when thus 
obtruded upon the notice of men occupied with the cares of the

Without going further into this part of our subject, we think it 
will be granted that the moral influence of the cemetery is vastly 
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superior to that exercised by the civic churchyard, and also that it 
will be apparent that the exclusion of the burial of corpses in churches 
or in churchyards, and the adoption of burials in cemeteries, and the 
conspicuous interment there of all individuals whose lives and ser- 
vices have graced communities, will, in so far as it is carried out, 
restore to many the privilege of which they are necessarily deprived 
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by burials in churches, of association in sepulture with the illustrious 
dead, and giving to these a wider sphere of attention and honour and 
beneficent influence.

PROTESTANT FREEDOM. 

Ir is well and pleasant to know that there still is a-fot in Eng- 
land a spirit vitally awake for the preservation of our Protestant 
faith and freedom. The emissaries of Rome may be active, but 
they do not find John Bull so blindly confident in the integrity 
of his cause as to be altogether indifferent to their doings. 

our poiitical or rather our monetary arrangements still keep t 
portion of the people in poverty and consequent ignorance, ses 
not surprising that the priests of a faith which relies upon tae 
unquestioning and besotted faith of its followers — which is built 
upon error and upheld by buffoonery and fraud —— still finds 
amongst the most benighted of our population some few victims 
toerror. But the tendency of the age is to place a still broader 
barrier than ever between the Protestant Church of England an s 
the Popish Church of Italy. Every book and newspaper thare 
printed ; every child who is taught to read; every bible that 18 
circulated; makes the true Protestant faith more secure. — It H 
built upon intelligent belief, and hence grows stronger in pe 
light of the educational advancement that is fatal to its sopop 
stitions enemy. In this light the question appears to be t 
garded by the writer in the “ Quarterly,” who has reviewed i : 
subject of the education of the people. ‘That powerful organ

the best friends of the country thus speaks of the changes for the 
better, which educational arrangements will effect : — 


It is time to look all questions which force themselves upon us 
as connected with popular education fairly in tke face, not to dismiss 
them at once as clashing with our own even mest deeply rooted sen- 
timerts. * * * * * ” + 

We come to the consolatory conclusion that the state school will 
be the best ally of the clergyman—of the clergyman not as the com- 
petitor with or the opponent of dissent, but in his highest beneficent 
mission as the guardian of pub'ic morals, as the interpreter of the 
pure Word of God, as the friend, example, adviser of his people. 
This it will be to the clergyman in every position, how in- 
finitelv more to the clergyman with a vast and populous and wide- 
spread cure, scanty means, and no power or hardly any of obtaining 
assistance ; to the poor clergyman of the manufacturing district! If 
it merely relieved him from the perilous alternative of still further 
limiting his limited resources by the expenses of a school, of which 
he must undertake at least the responsibility ; of choosing between 
the spiritual destitution of his parishioners, and the starvation of his 
family; if it relieved him from the waste of time, the fatigue, the 
disheartening importunity, the cold rebuff, the insolent questioning, 
the contemptuous airs of those from whom he endeavours to wring 
reluctant contributions, from the arts, and wiles, and begging letters, 
and bazaar-keepings of that religious mendicancy to which he must 
submit; what invaluable time would it leave him for his other la- 
bours—what comparative peace and collectedness of mind for his 
holier work! The state school would ofr him his parishioners, not 
as now a miserable horde, in utter ignorance, in precocious vice, in 
all the habits formed by total want of discipline, by the recklessness 
of a precarious subsistence, by those fatal mischiefs with which, when 
all are alike uncontrolled, a few bold and spirited h aders in wicked- 
ness are able to infect a whole neizhbourhood—rude, coarse, quar- 
relsome, lewd, blasphemous—to be gathered by incessant assiduity 
from the street, perhaps the gin-shop; not sc—he wou!d have them 
made over to his hands with their intelligence awakened, with habits 
of order and decency, with that degree of knowledge which in gene- 
ral leads to the desire of more, with the first principles at least of 
morals firmly taught, with some respect at all events for things 
sacred, with dispositions which have learned the blessed ness of kind- 
liness. At the worst, if they have no distinct religious opinions, no 
creed as definite as might be wished, they will have none of that in- 
eradicable taint cf profaneness, of that ingrained aversion to con- 
trol which is the growth of absolute neglect. 


Apart from the hope for the extinction of Roman error which 
arises from the extension of intelligence, we find an antagonism 
to the errors of Popery even now active in the provinces as well 
as in the metropolis. The Protestant and Reformation Society 
at Liverpool held their annual meeting on Friday last, when the 
Rev. Hugh M‘Neile took the chair. An extract from the report 
of the proceedings will show the spirit of this provincial mani- 
festation of Protestant feeling : — 


Protestantism might be received under three aspects, and with re- 
gard to three great subjects — politics, religion, and education. 
Politically considered, Protestantism might be thus expressed : 
“ Liberty for good, with encouragement to do it; restraint from 
evil, with effectual guards against the commission of it.” We held 
that the civil ruer was the minister of God, not bearing the sword 
in vain, but commissioned to use it for the punishment of evil doers, 
and for the praise of them that do well. We therefore protested 
against all conspiracy to do evil; we protested against all injuries 
inflicted or designed by others because of their differing in opinion 
with us, We protested against all h:pocrisy, against all pretences 
to what we did not feel, against all dispensations to profess what we 
do not believe. We protested against all combinations to injure 
men because of their religious opinions, whatever those opinions 
might be. Thus we were found in direct antagonism to a system 
which was a great conspiracy for the injury, in person, and property, 
and life, of ali who do not agree with it in what was called religious 
opinion. It was the persecuting character of the Romish system 
that forced us into opposition to it. Viewed in this respect, our 

’rotestantism was a compeiled antagonism. We wished to hurt 
no man on account of his creed. If al] felt the same wish. there 
would be no desire for political restrictions; but if we found a set 
of men who avowed such on account of their creed, then we cer- 
tainly wished to save ourselves. Ours was a field well stocked with 
lambs not able to run so fast as wolves; and if it must be that there 
should be wolves in the field, we should like to have them tethered, 
so that the lambs could get out of their way. We did not wish on 
that account to hu:t the wolves, but only to keep them from hurting 
the lambs. This was the precise position of Proteatanlisan consi- 
dered politically ; and he for one would not wish to carry it one whit 
further. He wished to hurt no one; but he wished at the same time 
that no one should hurt him. We Protestantswould hurt no man 
for his creed; but we detested and abjured that abominable doctrine, 
that a man was to be excommunicated because he was a heretic—for 
Rome was pledged, wherever and whenever she could, to extermi- 
nate heretics. (Hear, hear.) We were, therefore, thrown into an- 
tagonism with Rome; but Rome denied every thing; and this was 
what made it so difficult to deal with her professors; for they would 
Swear to and deny the very same thing. Their own sworn docu- 
ments had been denied! The bishops of the Church of Rome in 
England had signed a document, addressed to the nation, protesting 
they never held opinions which they must have sworn to before 
they were made bishops! Yet, in declaring these things, it was said 
he was railing against Catholics! He was only telling the truth, 
and ifthe truth were railing, whose fault was it? (Hear, hear.) lt 
was high time Englishmen should be made aware of the danger they 
were at this moment undergoing, not for their religion only, but for 
Personal liberty. The Romish system would never be content with 
equality. Equality was its claim until it reached ec uality; then am- 
bition became its object, and supremacy its aim. The supremacy of 
the world was the sworn aim of that system ; and our great folks had 
need to look to it. They were dealing with Romanism as if it were 
nothing but a false theology; they forgot that it was a practical con- 
Spiracy. Every man engaged in co spiracy ought, if Getecred, to be 
restrained, that the conspiracy might not be injurious to his fellow 
men. It was on this ground that restraints were required on Ro- 
Manism, for the safety of Englisomen; and if restraints were not im- 
Posed, the time was net far distant when there would be no safety for 

Unglishmen. There must be exclusion of one sort or other. Ex- 
Clusion, he knew, was an ugiy word; but there must be either exclu- 
Sion, from political power, of all not Protestants, or exclusion from 
earthly existence of all not Romanists. (Hear. )

Vier- CHANCELLOR’ s Court.—Srorriswoone v. CLARK. —This was 
motion to dissolve a special injunction, which was granted on Wed- 
nesday last, restraining the publication of ‘‘O!d Moore's Family 
Pictorial Almanack,” on the giound that it was an imitation of the 
plaintiff’s ** Pictoriai Almanack,” published at the office of the “ Pic- 
torial Times,” of which he is the proprietor. 

Mr. Stuart, with whom was Mr. Moore, submitted, on the part of 
the defendant, that there was no imitation whatsoever, inasmuch as 
the work published by the defendant did not resemble the plaintiff's 
work in size, price, colour, matter, or embe lishments. The simi. 
larity extended no further than as to the title “ Pictorial Almanack,” 
which, it was clear, was common property; and als» as to a defini- 
tion of the various classes of persons for whom the work was de- 
signed. The plaintiff did not claim a right to the word “ pic.orial,” 
which was in use long before his work saw the light. Nay more, he 
admitted that his work was known as the “ Pictorial ‘Times Alma- 
nack,” or the “ Pictorial Almanack,” and the defendant’s known as 
“ Oid Moore’s Family Almanack.” What the defendant asked was, 
to have the injunction dissolved until the plaintiff should establish, 1f 
he were able, his title at law. ‘I'he embellishment in the title page 
was a Copy of one used by the “ Illustrated London News,” for the 
year 1844. If the court continued the injunction it would be doing 
injustice which it could never repair, and the lord chancellor had 
laid down the principie most clearly, that the court ought, before 
granting so stringent a remedy as an injunction, to look at tne posi- 
tion of both parties. Let the plaintiff first establish his right at law. 
Mr. Bethell and Mr. Hallett appeared for the plaintiff. The vice- 
chanceilor said the court cou d not, under the circumstances, dissolve 
the injunction. In ail these cases of fraudulent imitation there was, 
without doubt, some colourable difference introduced as a miserable 
protection to the defendant. The real question was, was there not 
on the face of the defendant's work such a degree of likeness to that 
published by the plaintiff as to mislead, not the trade, by whom the 
distinction was known, but the foolish public, in purchasing the one 
for the other. Now, a person might have heard, in the way of family 
gossip, of the nice “ Pictorial Almanack,” and then something 
might be said of its being intended for the farmer, the sportsman, the 
man of business, &c., and these words might have stuck in the head 
of the unfortunate purchaser. Such it was probable was the course 
the affair took. . Now, in his opinion, it would be in vain for the de” 
fendant to swear, for nobody would believe him, that the words in th 
title-page had not been taken from the plaintiff's work. Just observ 
— first came the words “ Oid Moore's.” and then, in large letters 
the words * Pictorial Almanack.” ‘Then followed an enumeration 
o’ the classes of persons for whom it was intended. Now would any 
rational man beii: ve that the next 21 words, following precis ly in 
the same order, had been taken fortuitously? In his opinion they 
had been deliberately selected, not perhaps by the defendant, but by 
some one for him, for the purpose of inducing the ignorant public to 
purchase the defendants when they meant to buy the plaintiff’s pub- 
lication. He should, therefore, make no order, but continue the in- 
junction, the plaintiff with due diligence to bring such action as he 
might be advised, with Jiberty to apply. 

Court or Excurquger, Monbar, Dec. 7.—Witson v Hower AND 
OTHERS. — Promoters: or RAILWAY PROJECTS Nor ENTITLED TO 
RECOVER ANY OF 1HE PRELIMINARY EXPEN,Es rrom MEMBERS OF 
THe Provistonat Commirree. — This acion was brought by the 
secretary of the Canterbury and Herne Bay Railway Company, to 
recover 125/, for half a year’s salary. The defendants were mem-, 
bers of the provisional committee, The only point worth mentioning 
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arose upon the cross-examination of one of the plaintiff’s witnesses 
from whose evidence it appeared that the plaintiff and Mr. David 
Keane, solicitor, were the registered promoters of the line, which was 
abandoned in the month of October, 1845. 

The lord chief baron held that a promoter of a railway project 
could not sue any of the members of the provisional commitiee for 
his own services, or for any of the preliminary expenses of the 
company. 

The attorney general stated that he had been counsel in many 
cases in which promoters had recovered verdicts against provisional 
committeemen to the extent of several thousands. — The plaintiff 
was nonsuited, but leave was reserved to move to enter a verdict, or 
for a new trial, should the court above be of opinion that a promoter 
was entitled to recover against provisional committees for services or 
expenses incidental to the formation of the company. 

Wappy v. Ditton ann OTHERS. — EXEMPTION or PROVISIONAL 
COMMITTEEMEN NOT DIRECTLY HOLDING THEMSELVES OUT AS KE- 
SPONSIBLE. — It was an action against members of the managing com- 
mittee of the Direct London and Manchester Railway Company, 
for services rendered by Mr, Cadwallader Waddy, a parliamentary 
agent residing in Fludyer Street, Westminster, in procuring the 
names of persons to act as the provisional committee of that line. It 
appeared that in the month of June, 1845, this project had two for- 
midable rivals, known as “ Rastrick’s Direct Line” and “ Reming- 
ton’s Line.” It therefore became a matter of importance that the 
names of the provisional committee should present as imposing an 
array as possible, and consequently efforts were made to procure 
them from amongst the proprietors of land, and the important mer- 
cantile firms at Leeds, Manchester, and other towns, It appeared 
that Mr. Lee, a solicitor, who was local agent of the company at 
Leeds, asked the plaintiff to procure names for him. He consented 
to do so. However, it also appeared that Mr. Lee was not authorised 
by any of the defendants to retain the services of the plaintiff, who 
told Mr. Lee that his object in undertaking to discharge those ser- 
vices was not so much for remuneration as to become connected with 
such an important line. and the expectation that he would, through 
Mr. Lee's influence, be appointed its junior parliamentary agent. 
The lord chief baron here interposed, and said if the plaintiff was 
not able to prove a direct retainer by any one of the defendants, or 
upon his authority, it would be only a waste of the public time to 
permit the case to proceed. Even if the provisional committee were 
partners, the evidence was not sufficient to render them liable; but in 
a case of this sort the plaintiff could net recover unless it could be 
clearly proved that the defendants had directly authorised his retainer. 
For such services as the plaintiff had rendered, the authority should 
be distinctly and explicitly shown before the defendants could be held 
liable. There was no such evidence in the present case. The plain- 
tiff's counsel admitted they could not carry the evidence of authority 
further, and elected to be nonsuited.

Mansion House. — Tue Bosanquet ann Wisram GANG or 
SwinpLeks.—A clergyman waited upon the lord mayor for the pur- 
pose of asking his lordship’s advice as to the most judicious mode of 
bringing to justice certain swindlers who are in the habit of sending 
circulars round to tradesmen, offering money for bills. He had been 
induced by one of these circulars to apply to Messrs. Bosanquet and 
Co., as some of the fraternity call themselves, for cash for a bill of 
100/. He deposited the bill with them, and was told to call next 
day. He did call, and received 5/., with an assurance that he should 
have all the rest a day or two afier; but every subsequent application 
was unsuccessful. He never received a shi‘ling more; and the bill, 
which he had no doubt was in circulation, would soon be due The 
lord mayor said that doubtless the bill would, if it should not be paid, 
be placed in the hands of some solicitor employed by the swindlers, 
and the applicant be sued upon it. He had, within a few days, re- 
ceived a vast number of letters from tradesmen in England, Ireland, 
and Scotland, inclosing copies of printed circulars offering pecuniary 
accommodation. The offers were made by these fellows with the 
view of getting respectable bills into their possession, and they found 
it very easy to turn such securities to advantageous account, leaving, 
of course, the injudicious parties who confided in them to pay them, 
or to bear the responsibility. Mr. Goodman, the clerk, produced a 
bundle of letters, containing circulars, some of which were signed 
“ tsosanquet and Co., factors and commission-brokers, John Street, 
London Fields, London ;” some, “ Charles and Henry Shaw, A bany 
Road, London ;” several, “ W. and C. Hanbury and Co., factors 
and commission brokers, Boston Street, Snoreditch;” others, “ B. 
Franklin and Co., factors and commission-brokers;” * W. and J. 
Anderson, Old Kent Road, London,” &c. The lord mayor said, he 
had ascertained that the gang had most extraordinary ramifications 
through London, and that in many instances they succeeded. ‘The 
plan had been carried on for a number of years, and with extraor- 
dinary pertinacity. In consequence of the notice already taken by 
the press, of what he had stated with respect to the swindlers, he 
knew that many an inexperienced person had escaped the snare, and 
he hoped the exposure would be continued. 

Maki BOROUGH STREET. — Francis Olifiere was brought before Mr. 
Long, charged with having obtained one thousand pounds worth of 
jewellery by fraudulent pretences from Mr Jchn Linnett, an exten- 
sive jeweller, formerly of Regent Street. The particulars appear to 
be these:— The prisoner is a worker in hair, In January, 1845, he 
called on Mr, Linnett, and stating that he was employed by her Ma- 
jesty, and had shortiy to see her Majesty on matters of business, re- 
quested to have some diamond rings and brooches to exhibit, as there 
was a probability that her M-jesty might become a purchaser. T'he 
prisoner, on this representation, succeeded in obtaining dtamoud 
jewellery of the value of upwards of 500}. The property was princi- 
pally pledged with Mr. Lawton, pawnbroker, Green Street, Leicester 
Square. After the prisoner got the property from Mr. Linnett, no- 
thing more was seen or heard of him. Subsequently Mr. Linnett 
became bankrupt, and as this transaction came under the notice of 
the assignees, they instituted an inquiry into the situation of the pro- 
perty, and finding the greater portion in the hands of Mr. Lawton, 
they commenced proceedings for recovery of it, and ultimately they 
obtained it for the use of the estate. The prisoner was sought out 
and given into custody for the alleged fraud by the pawnbroker. 
Thomas Reardon, assistant to Mr. Lawton, and’ Mr. John Linnett 
proved the above circumstances. Mr. Long was of opinion that the 
offence was one of felony rather than one of obtaining goods under 
f audulent pretences. He should therefore remand the prisoner, to 
give time for the production of Mr. Linnett’s goods, and other ne- 
cessary evidence. 

GREENWICH. — SHarr Practice or a Benerir Society, — The 
stewards of the United Friends Friendly Society appeared to show 
cause why they had refused to pay a man named Somerville 10s., the 
amount of a week’s sick allowance, and also to answer a charge o 
strking him off the books of the club. From the complainant’s evi- 
dence it appeared that he had been a member of the society for some 


years. ‘The allowance for sick members was 10s. a week for three 
months. In August last he declared on the fund, and, having been 


ill five weeks, in the month of September one of the stewards calle 
on him, aud found him in the act of driving a nailin a hen-coop, to 
prevent the cats from getting at his chickens. He was at the time 
unable to follow his occupation as a shipwright, and he produced 4 
medical certificate to that eff.ct. For the defence, T. Williams, one 
of the defendants, deposed to finding the prisoner with his sleeves 
tucked up, as though he had been at work some time; he considere 
that sufiicient, according to the 9th rule of the society, to exclude 
him. ‘The article provided that no sick member * should use or ex- 
ercise his trade or calling, or engage in any other employment. Mr. 
Traill was of opinion that the society had not shown sufficient 
ground for excluding the complainant. The simple fact of his Nie 
a precaution to prevent the desiruction of his property could not s 
distor:ed into his following his trade, nor could they say it was javon 
for protic, He therefore ordered the payment of the 10s., and t 
restoration of the complainant to the books of the society.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Deatu 1x A Rarttway Trary.— On Monday an inquest was held 
by Mr. W. Carter, at the Railway Tap, Nine Elms, as to the death 
of Ellen Thompson, aged 48, who died under the following circum- 
stances : — ‘The deceased was recently stewardess on board the Royal 
Tar steamer, which runs from Southampton to Gibraltar, but for the 
last fortnight she had been suffering from an attack of gout and 
shortness of breath, for which she had received medical advice. On 
‘Thursday the 3d inst., the deceased and her daughter entered a third 
class carriage at Southampton for the purpose of proceeding to Lons 
don. On reaching Basingstoke the deceased seemed very iil, and her 
lips turned quite blue. A little water was given her, and she rallied 
for some time. The train continued until they stopped at the ter- 
minus at Nine Elms, Battersea, when she was again taken il. The 
police were made acquainted with the cage, and soon brought three 
medical gentlemen, who pronounced life extinct. The deceased was 
on the way to Liverpool for the benefit of her health. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of “ Natural death.” 

A Born Tuer. — A clever attempt was made on Saturday even- 
ing by a well-dressed thief to steal about 400/. worth of plate, the 
property of Mr. Johnson, the late lord mayor of London. One of 
Alderman Johnson's servants was employed in loading a cab, at the 
private door of the Mansion House. with the goods of his master, and 
as soon as a chest of plaie was deposited on the driver's box a man 
busiled into the vehicie suddenly, and ordyred the driver to set off for 
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the Brighton Railroad as quickly as possible. ‘The cabman, sup- 
posing that the person who gave him the order was duly authorised 
began to turn his horse round. but luckily one of the attendants at the 
Mansion House, who v as assisting in packing up the goods, caught 
a glimpse of the cab, and called cutto the driver that there was some- 
thing more for him to carry. The thief inside immediately opened 
the door at the far side upon being aske! what he had to do with the 
property, and disappeared in atwink.ing. Even the most experi- 
enced officers of the police admitted that the dexterity with which the 
experiment was made proved that the candidate for the plate was a 
fellow of first-rate genius. 

Daring Suor Rossexy. — Last Saturday night a thief went into 
the shop of a watchmak:r in Mark Lane, just as tne proprietor, who 
has been in the habit of packing up his goods in a bag and taking 
them home every eveniny, was preoaring to depart. The bag lay 
upon the counter, the thief seized it, threw a handful of pepper into 
the face of the shopkeeper, and ran down Mark Lane ‘Lhe plun- 
dered man roared out lustily, and notwithstanding the blinding effect 
of the pepper, ran out after the thief, who threw down the bag and 
vanished. None of the property was lost.— The thief escaped. 

Deara sy Surrocation 1x A Sewer — On Tuesday Mr. Baker 
held an inquest at the Devonshire Arms, Devonshire Sireet, Giobe 
Town, Mile End Road, on the body of Samuel Hodder, aged forty, 
foreman in the service of Mr. Johu Thomas, builder. The deceased 
on Monday afternoon was employed in excavating a sewer in 
Devonshire Street, from the main line. ‘The ground was of a sandy 
nature, aud in consequence of its having occasionally given way he 
was cautioned by his employers to put up tressels, which he refused 
to do. observing that there was no danger. Deceased was at a depth 
of about nine feet when the ground gave way and buried him, in 
which position he remained for a quarter of an hour, his son, who 
saw the fall of earth, with several others, assisting in his exhumation. 
On being extricated he was taken to the Devonshire Arms, and was 
attended by Mr. Leake, who fcund life extinct. Verdict, “ Acci- 
dental death.” i x f 

Burcrary. — On Wednesday the police received information 
that the dwelling house of Mrs. Whiteman, No. 9. Clarence Row, 
Camden Town, had been entered. The burglars, after plentifully 
regaling themselves with the contents of the larder, carried off a 
quantity of plate and a variety of other articles, valucd at 4001. 

Fortunate Escare. — On Wednesday afternoon, Mrs. Dixon, 
the lady cof Mr. Dixon, proprietor of the horse bazaar, Barbican, had 
completed some purchases at Waterloo House, Charing Cross, and 
had just resumed her seat in her phaeton, when the horse tuok head, 
and set off at a furious rate before the driver had mounted the box. 
Fortunately the phaeton came in collision with a coal waggun op- 
posite Northumberland House, by which the body of the former was 
detached from the shafts. The horse thus liberated, continued its 
onward p:ce with the shafts dangling at its heels, until it reached 
St. Clement's Church, where it was stopped without its injuring 
either its: If or any person. Mrs. Dixon had presence of mind to 

keep her seat. 

ALARMING Exrtoston. — On Monday evening, an alarming ex- 
plosion of gas occurred in Church Srreet, Blackfriars Road. During 
the day workmen had been repairing the pipes in the streets, but 
having closed up the trenches, every thing was considered safe. 
About the time stated an explosion took place, and it was found that 
the brick work and pariition under the paricur window of Mr. Palle- 
virsa, in Church Street, were shattered, a porion of the flooring lifted 
up, and several feet of the ceiling destroyed. The engines were 
prompt in their attendance, but, foriunately, their services were not 
required. A numb:r of workmen were sent by the Gas Company, 
and they were engaged in repairing the mains until a very late hour.

and wealth of an alderman or the lord mayor of London simply by reading the * Y oung 
Man's Best Companion.” Money is not so easily made as the writer of the article referred 
to would lead pee ple to suppose ; if it be so, few need be poor. But to our text : fortunes 
made by advertising. Undoubtedly the greatest man of the day as an advertiser is

Doubling the Horn, fwe track him in the Atlantic_at Monte Video, Buenos 
Ayres, Santos, Rio de Janeiro, Bahia, and Pernambuco : he is advertising in those parts 
in Spanish and Portuguese. In all the British West India Islands, as also in the Upper 
and Lower Canadas, und the neighbouring provinces of Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, his medicines are as familiarly known, and sold by every druggist, as they are at 
home. In the Mediterranean we tind them selling at Malta, Corfu, Athens, and Alexan- 
dria, besides at Tunis and other portions of the Barbary states. Any one taking the 
trouble to look at the“ Journal" and “Courier” of Constantinople, may find in these, 
as well as other papers, that Holloway's medicines are regularly advertised and selling

Of course itis not 
to our interest to deter the public from advertising ; but, as guardians of their interest, 
we think it our incumbent duty to place a lighthouse upon what we consider a dangerous 
shoal, which may perhaps sooner or later present shipwreck and ruin to the sanguine and 
inexperienced about to navigate in such waters, 

The Editor of the * Edinburgh Review,” ina number published about three years azo, 
Stated, that he considered he was making a desirable bequest to posterity, by handing 
down to them the amount of talent and ability required by the present class of large ad- 
Vertisers. At that period Holloway's mode of advertising was most prominently set 
forth ; and if these remarks, conjointly with his, should descend to a generation to come, 
it will be known to what extent the subject of this article was ableto carry out his views,

On further inquiry it appeared that he had given 
in his resignation at the school, as a better opportunity of making his 
way in the world had pre:ented itself. The clerk then said that he 
cou'd not take his instructions for the publication of the bans of 
marriage, but must, on the contrary, denounce him as a deserter, 
in which light persons who do not draw for the conscription are re- 
garded. before the gentleman can marry, therefore, he must take 
his trial, in o:der that the tribunal may confirm his belief that he was 
legally exempt from liability to serve in the army. 

A Macistrate’s Norion or Law. — A Folkestone magistrate, 
who did not live in the reign of Elizabeth, had a prisoner, who had 
stolen a shovel, brought before him for committal; the worthy 
holder of the equally adjusted scales being conscious of his want of 
law knowledge, cried to the gaoler, “Sam, hand me over ‘ Burn’s 
Justice; ” the index of which he commenced perusing as follows: 
‘* Shovel — shovel — shovel — humph! Spade — spade — sp — Ah! 
here’s spade ! Let him go, Sam, can't do anything with him. If it 
had been a spade, I should have committed you, sir; but as it’s a 
shovel, I can’t, for Burns does not say a word about a shovel.” 

Tur Seven CHURCHES or Asta. — At the last meeting of the 
Royal Asiatic Suciety, a letter was read from Lie:.tenant Newbold, 
giving an account of his recent visit to the Seven Churches of Asia, 
showing the remarkable coincidence cf the present condition of their 
sites with the prophetic predictions of the Apocalypse. Ephesus, 
although it gives a bishop to the Greck Church, all the rest being 
but suffragans, contains but one hut inhabited by a Christian family. 
Smyrna is well known as the most flourishing of all these ancient 
cities, with a population of 130,700 inhabitants, with three: Latin, 
two Protestant, and five Greek churches, and eight Jewish syna- 
gogues, and several Christian schools, although those established by 
the Protestants have failed. In Pergamus also Christianity flow: ishes, 
there being two Greek and one ( hristisn church, one of the former 
being pointed out as the church of the Apocalypse. Thyatira was 
for a long time unknown, until restored by the ‘lurks at the latter 
end of the 16th century, th ugh jit now contains a Greek and 
Armenian church; and Sardis is more forlorn even than Ephesus, 
there being only two Greek Christian shopkeepers in the place. 
Phi‘adelphia, which ranks next in importance to Smyrna, and is the 
residence of a Greek bishop, contains twenty-five churches, in 
twenty of which service is performed, whilst that of the Apocalypse 
is pointed out. The condition of Laodicea is very melancholy and 
forlorn, and the site was fora long time unknown, as it has long 
gone by a different name. 

Tue Porr’s Eycycricat Letrer.—The encyclical letter of Pope 
Pius IX. to the bishops of the Roman Catholic Church, and of 
which 40,500 copies have been printed for circulation, was published 
at Rome on the 23d ult. This document, which fills no less than 
fifteen pages in folio, commences with an eulogium on the late pope, 
and then speaks of the attacks made upon the Catholic Church by 
the enemies of religion, who are divided by the writer into different 
classes, amongst whom he designates those who deny revelation, 
blasphemers, those who make subordinate to reason the authority of 
the church and the word of God, sectarians, persons indifferent to 
religion, those who attack the celibacy of the priesthood, communists, 
false devotees, &c. The remainder of the letter consists of exhorta- 
tions to the clergy. Their duties are pointed out in the triple rela- 
tion of doctrine, discipline, and private life. ‘The bishops are in- 
vited, before they confer hcly orders, to examine the candidates 
clos: ly, and convince themselves that they are worthy of receiving 
them; they are in this examination to be very particular as to the 
education and morals of the candidate. The education of young 
ecclesiastics, says the Pope, should commence with infancy. The 
best means of «difying the faithful and preventing defection is, adds 
his holiness, the simple preaching. of the word of God, without the 
false pomp of eloquence. ‘The letter concludes wih a prayer, ad- 
dressed “ to the throne of mercy, under the invocation and interces- 
sion of the Mother of God, of Mary the immaculate Virgin, of the 
Prince of the Apostles, to whom Jesus confided the keys of heaven, 
of the Apostle St. Paul, and all the saints,” and with the apostoiic 
benediction. 

Asout TEN YEARS AGO there lived at Oran a Spaniard, of excess- 
ively mild manners, full of submission to the authorities, in fact, a 
highly respectable man in every respect, in appearance, except that 
he exercised no known profession. Every year he was absent for 
three months, and it was noticed that on hjs return he had always 
plenty of money. This circumstance at length having excited sus- 
picion, he was summoned before a magistrate, when without hesita- 
tion he recounted the secret of his existence. He stated that he had 
been a convict at Cadiz, and having served his time, had come to 
Africa to live tranquilly. When his purse was nearly empty, he 
embarked for Spain, where he committed robberies, and having got 
enough to supply him for the remainder of the year, returned to 
Oran. An expulsion to Algeria put an end to this mode of exist- 
ence, which would make another chapter for the adventures of Gil 
Blas, or Guzman d’Alfarache.

He had teen 
all through the Peninsular war with the Duke of Wellingion, and 
was in the final struggle at Waterloo, where he was miraculously 
preserved from death by his breastplate. It was on the afternoon of 
the 18th that his regiment formed a square to receive Buonaparte’s 
grand charge of cavalry.

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In connection with our illustrations of the Christmas prize cattle, 
we cannot possibly do our agricultural readers a greater service than 
by directing their attention to this work. A show of Christmas fat 
stock displays the triumphs of the grazier’s art. The treatise of Pro- 
fessor Low, now before us, explains the principles and practice of 
that art, and teaches the farmer how he may share the successes of 
the most celebrated breeders. In his introduction, our author thus 
opens his subject: —“ From early times, Great Britain has been 


characters modified or changed by crossing with other races. There 
are many cases in which scarcely an error can be committed in our 
practice in these respects, provided we resort to a really superior 
race; but there are many other cases in which a change of this kind 
may be injurious, or attended with doubtful benefit. Animals be- 
come gradually adapted to the conditions in which they are placed, 
and many breeds have accordingly become admirably suited to the 
physical state of the country in which they have been. naturalised. 
Thus, the West Highland breed of cattle has become suited to a 
humid climate and a country of mountains; the beautiful breed of 
North Devon, to a country of lower altitude and milder climate. In 
these, and many cases more, an inter- 
mixture of stranger blood might 
destroy the characters which time had 
imprinted on the stock, and produce 
a progeny inferior in useful proper- 
ties to either of the parent races. Not 
only have individual breeders erred 
in the application of this kind of 
crossing to practice in particular 
cases, but several entire breeds have 


been lost which ought to have been 


preserved. ‘There are many breeds, 
indeed, so defective in themselves, 
that time and capital would have been 
lost in endeavouring to cultivate 
them; but not a few, as will be seen 
in the sequel, might have been im- 
proved to the degree required, by 
mere selection of parents, and atten- 
tion to the known principles of breed- 
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distinguished for the numbers and excellence of the animals reared 
for the uses of the inhabitants. The cultivation of the horse began 
in the earlier periods of our history, for the purposes of war and the 
tournament, and has subsequently been carried to great perfection, 
for the race-course, the chase, the saddle, and for draught. The 
cultivation of sheep was early the subject of public attention, 
and, as being connected with the woollen manufactures of the 
country, was favoured by numerous laws; and within a period 
comparatively recent, extraordinary attention has been devoted to 
the means of cultivating animals for human food. It is during 
this latter era, which began about the middle of last century, that 
the greatest additions have been made to the value of the live- 
stock of the country, and that the practice of breeding has been 
reduced to a system, and founded upon principles. Of the spe- 
cies of the domesticated animals naturalised in the British 
Islands, numerous varieties present themselves, to which we apply 
the term breeds. The characters of species may have been im- 
printed by original organisation, or may have been the result of 
laws of organic development and change, of whose nature and 
operation we are ignorant. ‘The characters which distinguish 
varieties are those which may reasonably be ascribed to known 
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agencies, as climate, and the supplies of food. The differences 
of character, indeed, produced by agencies of this kind, may be 
very great; and, in the case of many animals, the naturalist may 
be left in doubt, whether the differences observed are the result 
of original organisation, or of more recent changes, But how- 
ever species may have originated, or varieties have been produced, 
all animals submitted to domestication are subject to modifica- 
tions of size, form, and other characters, dependent on the con- 
ditions under which they are reared; and by breeding, we can 
communicate the distinctive properties of parents to the progeny. 
In the rural economy of this country, a high degree of import- 
ance is to be ascribed to a knowledge of the distinctive characters 
of races or breeds. Much of the profit of the owners depends 
upon adapting the breed of any animal to the circumstances in 
which it is to be placed. By rearing, for example, a breed of 
large and delicate oxen, in a country unsuited, from its natural or 
artificial productions, to maintain it, we incur the hazard of loss 
in various ways; while, on the other hand, by rearing an inferior 
breed in situations where one of greater value could be main- 
tained, we deprive ourselves of the profit which the natural or ac- 
quired advantages of our situation present. An error of another 
kind is the subject of constant observation, the result likewise of im- 
perfect knowledge of the distinctive characters of breeds. For the 


ing. Not only do animals become 
adapted in constitution, tempera- 
ment, and habits, to the situations in 
which they have been naturalised, 
but characters communicated by art 
become permanent by continued re- 
production. ‘Thus, in the case of the 
dairy breed of Ayrshire, by breeding 
from females that possess the pro- 
perty of yielding a large quantity of 
milk, a peculiar breed has been at 
length formed, exceedingly well 
suited to the purposes of the dairy, 
and at the same time hardy and fitted [or 
to subsist on ordinary food. Now, such a breed might be injured, 
and not improved, by crossing even with a race superior to itself in 
many properties. Thus, a cross with the Durham or Hereford 
breeds would produce animals of larger size and superior fattening

properties to the native race ; but even in these properties, the pro- 
geny would be inferior to either the Herefords or the Durhams, and 
inferior, as a hardy race of dairy cattle, to the Ayrshire breed itself. 
Hence, the crossing of a breed of cattle with a race apparently supe- 
rior, will not always be at- 
tended with ultimate good; 
and caution and knowledge of 
the end to be arrived at are 
required even in the cases 
where the good seems most 
easily attained. Ancther error 
of a different kind, but pro- 
ceeding likewise from imper- 
fect knowledge of the relative 
value of breeds, prevails to a 
great extent. Breeds, in them- 
selves bad, are obstinately re- 
tained in districts fitted to 
support superior races, In 
every part of the kingdom, we 
see breeds which are unworthy 
of being preserved, while the 
easiest means are at the com- 
mand of the farmer of supply- 
ing their place by others 
suited to the locality. Thus,

procuring of a §breed fadapted to the situation in which it is to’ be 
Teared, two general methods may be’ pursued; either a new breed 
may be substituted for that which exists, or the old one may have its 


over the greater part of Wales, 
there are races of wild dimi- 
nutive sheep, which, in econo- 
mical value, can bear no 
comparison with those which 
could be supplied from other 
places. In Kerry, and other 
mountainous districts stretch- 
ing along the western coast 
of Ireland, in place of such 


sheep as the country could maintain, are to be seen assemblages of 
animals of the size of dogs, and as wild as antelopes,"neither having 
wool fitted to the manufactures of the country, nor being capable of 
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fattening to any size. Even in the heart of Yorkshire, as we shall 
see in the sequel, a breed of sheep is preserved, covering a consider- 
able tract of country, which, from its coarseness of form, and inapti- 
tude to fatten, ranks in the lowest class of cultivated sheep in Eng- 
land; and in every part of the kingdom, we may see examples of the 
vast public and private loss which results from unacquaintance with 
the relative value and economical uses of the different breeds of our 
domesticated animals. To remove the causes of mistaken practice, 
in a branch of industry so important to the interests of producers and 
consumers, may be regarded as matter of national interest. From 


the produce of live-stock in this country, a large part of the subsist- 
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ence of the people, of the materials of our manufactures, of the 
profits of the farmer, and of the revenue of the landholder, is derived. 
In many parts of the kingdom tillage is difficult or impracticable, 
and the only valuable production is live-stock; and it is not too 
much to assert, that half the rental of the British 
Islands is derived from this source. These consider- 
ations will make it appear, how much the study and 
advancement of this department of rural economy 
merit the attention of those who seek to widen the 
channels of native industry. Several years ago I pub- 
lished an account of the breeds of the more important 
domesticated animals of this country, — the horse, the 
ox, the sheep, the goat, the hog, — accompanied by an 
extensive series of coloured lithographic prints, being 
portraits of animals of the different races, selected 
from the stocks of the most eminent breeders in dif- 
ferent parts of the kingdom. his work, in two large 
volumes, is before the public, and has been republished 
in’other countries. It has appeared to me, that the 
substance of it might be presented to agriculturists in 
a different and less expensive form, and thus be adapted 
to more general use. l have, accordingly, re-written 
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the description of the species and varieties, adding such 
remarks on the properties of external form, and the 
principles and practice of breeding, as may supply, in 
part, the want of the original figures. I have likewise 
added to the description of the other animals, that of 
the dog, both on account of the general interest of the 
subject, and of its particular relation to the production 
of varieties, and the effects of breeding.” 

Professor Low’s volume on Domesticated Animals 
is, above all others, a work which should be purchased 
and studied by the English farmer.
